Sen ator Van den berg , of Michig an , proposes 
that pay roll tax es collected u n der the social se­ 
cu rity law shall g o au tomatically in to the old 
ag e reserv e accou n t, an d that a Federal g u aran ­ 
ty be g iv en for an y fu tu re deficit. His aim is to 
en d the “presen t in defen sible” practice of min g ­ 
lin g these pay roll collection s with g en eral Treas­ 
u ry rev en u es for cu rren t operatin g ex pen ses. 
Un der the fiscal methods n ow employ ed, the 
Gov ern men t is u tilizin g mon ey collected for so­ 
cial secu rity pu rposes in pay men t of ordin ary 
oblig ation s. In stead of g oin g in to a special se­ 
cu rity fu n d, the su ms paid by employ ers an d em­ 
ploy es are u sed to boy Treasu ry bon ds, the pro­ 
ceeds g oin g in to the g en eral treasu ry . 
While dedicated fu n ds are admittedly an im­ 
pedimen t to sou n d fin an cial procedu re, in this 
case it wou ld seem that the workers of America 
shou ld he protected ag ain st the possibility of 
Con g ression al defau lt at some later date. Were 
a sizeable deficit to occu r, there mig ht be some 
dou bt as to the willin g n ess of the lawmakin g 
body in office at the time to make g ood on the 
amou n t owed person s su fferin g from u n employ ­ 
men t. 
Sen ator Van den berg , at an y rate, is an x iou s to 
drag the whole qu estion of social secu rity fin an c­ 
in g ou t in to the open where it can be dealt with 
in a g en u in ely pru den t man n er.
